CONVENTION MARCH OTE, 
The question of leadership is one 

which has perhaps taken up much 

time aud sp°oce among press men as 
apy oue subject discussed by them. 

Its importance and popularity 

have growa out of the mysteries 

gurrounding it as either its feasi- 
pility in importance. ‘The question 
involves «a few definitions and 
wholesome bistory. It  in- 
volves sone interrogatories. 
is leadership ln broad seuse 
itis morally the fact of leading, a 
process which may or may not be 

based inright orability. In the 
sense in Which the colored people 
would construe a leader, it is tar 
more. Leadership from a Colored 
mab’s standpoint means that there 
must be ist, aprinciple, 2ud,a 
policy and 3rd, a following... As 
regards principle the leader must 
entertain a full and perfect concep. 
tion of the place to which the Ne- 
gro is entitled. He must be ac 
quainted with the many sides of 
our political edifice. He mast kaow 
its vulnerable points and must 
know the letter of the law as it re- 
lates to such principles. His poli- 
cy must in the first place be sound. 

It must involve the interest of the 

whole class as against those of a 

minority. It must be representa- 

tive in its character and the ew- 
bodyment of the popular will. He 
musthave a following, a real live 
legitimate following composing 
the majority of the people. This 
following must represent a common 
idea upon which a elsss can unite. 
The question of leadership isa 
broad one. Where does it begin 
and where end? Does it involve 
the political or the moral or the 
alucatioual? Or does it take in 
everything? if this _ 
means everything are these. some- 
things representable? Besides the 
relative position of the leader must 
be considered. Where must here- 
side? North, South, Kast or West? 

From what kind of a district must 

he hail? Must he be wealthy or 

poor? Must he bea manof the

manhood or womanhood was denied 
the slave, and_the influence which 
conspire to destroy individuality 
were fostered by the whites. then 
besent with their awful consequen- 
ces among them. Whether the 
last traces of African individuality 
was déstroyed in the vortex of con- 


spiring tendencies itis difficult to} 


say. Surely when- the Negro 
emerged from slavery he brought 
bat little sin in: common save” the 
stripes of brutality together with 
ignorance and poverty. Such a 
conditien was the logical conse- 
quence ot slavery—a life of intense 
misery and deprivation; a standing 
monument to the eupidity and ty- 
rannical spirit of past times. To 
day we are in a condition to appre- 
ciate the forces which have operat- 
ed against the liberty and equality 
of our people. By the few lessons 
we have learned while in the en- 
joyment of anew estate, we can 
form some conception of the possi- 
bilities which lie, before us and the 
only means by which they may be 
realized. | 

We occupy a pecnuiiar place in 
the busy American body politic. We 
are included in the basis of 
representation; we are taxed 
and made to conform to all the 
rules and regulations governing 
society, but we have no real rep. 
resentative force and practica'ly 
nothing to say with regard to. tax 
ation. Our votes are not counted 
and our lives and property are sub- 
ject to the fiendish caprice of law- 
lessness andcrime. The prejudice 
which operate against us are fed 
by a vicious sentiment which fav- 
ors non interference with state sov- 
ereiguty even when the assertion of 


rides the power and authority of 
the federal government—a_ senti- 
ment which permits state authority 
to interfere in federal as well as in 
state elections. The propagalin of 
this sentiment has been the result 
of the inadaquacy of the adminis. 
trative policies of presidents. They

labor may secure happiness and 
prosperity.

Of: course this involves 
appreciation and prosecuting 
accummulation of wealth is made 
possible. ‘It also involves whole. 
some cooperation as a means of 
welding individual powers. into 
one grand and profitable force. 
This question of material prosperi- 
ty also involve the sources of waste 
question relating to to the bung- 
hole and the spigot, It involves 
temperance which is now becoming 
a matter of double importance. 


Hitherto the question has assumed | 


no greater importance than to call 
forth sentimental eballition. The 
object to the consumption of liqaor 
has been laid in moral Considera- 
tions merely and has been urged 
by moralists and divines. 
be fully considered this question 
must address itself to the economi- 
cal interest of men as well as to 
considerations of mere morality. It 
must be made perfectly plain that 
the consumption of liquor will in- 


the whites of the north to absolate- 
ly ignore the national and consti- 
tutional rights of the colored peo- 
ple in that section is producing an 
alarming effect upon. the people 
throughout the north. The ab- 
sence of republican forms of gov- 
ernment in those states where the 
colored people are in the majority 
is stimulating inquiry into the 
causes which have brought it about. 
At the north a condition of things 
cannot be readily corceived under 
which a state may exist intact 
while violating the essential prin- 
ciples upon which a state should 
act. There, obedience to the pop- 
ular will results as a@ matter of 
course trom the very theme of gov.- 
ernment, the wisdom of which is 
confirmed by practice and endorsed 
by the most enlightened states. 
Under it the states at the north 
have grown and prospered, law 
reigns and peace is queen ; the dig- 
nity ot labor is conceded and the 
component parts of the body pol- 
itic are kept in motion and har- 
mony by a fixed sentiment in favor 
of the will ot the majority. At 
the south it is different. The gov. 


creave the taxes and endanger the 
material prosperity of the people. 
In short it must be considered with 
reference tothe economic policy of 
the country. The expense of intem- 
perance, as well as its horrors are 
being felt and the pauperization of 
our working classes aud the crime 
and: misery which are its natural 
consequences ; are warnings which 
the press cannot pass naheeded. 

Our condition demands not 
somuch aleader as it doesa 
more widespread manifestation 
of moral heroism and physical 
co . It demands that a man- 
ly defense be made against the 
encroachments of unauthorized 
power, greed and vice. It de- 
mands that when our homes are 
invaded the shot gun shall be 
the direct resort in their protec- 
tion; when our rights are invad- 
ed the navy-six shall play as im- 
portant part in their just arbitra- 
ment as it does in their denial; 
that when our property is de- 
stroyed that the torch of retalia- 
tion shall be lighted and applied 
until, devastation, destruction, 


ernment of the state rests upon the! 
the theory that the majority of a: 
certain class of citizens constitutes 
the popular will. Now, instead of 
insisting upon some mysterious 
leadership, some unaccountable 
panacea for the evils which we now 
suffer, why not look at the history 
of the development of peoples and 
from examples of progress and 
means advaneement found there 
select the means of our own devel- 
opment? 

Why expect any one man or set 
of men to point outthe way when 
that way is opén to the intelligent 
of our people and open the history 
of human progress? In this. light 
I regard the propriety of turning 
our attention to industrial parsuits 
eannot be over estimated. It is 
the absence of wealth, the want of 
acquaintance with the. diversified 
industries of this country, our fail- 
ure to appreciate the true relations
